the population of wild ducks and 
geese in Canada, and at the same committing 
time give protection to 
crops. 

Damage by waterfowl'to the 
Prairie Provinces has greatly in¬ 
creased in the last few years, 
ir. some areas farmers have i 
fered losses as high as 50 ‘it in 
some fields, ^nd losses of 5%) to 
10% are not uttrOhamon. Many of 
our city sportsmen who -are anx¬ 
ious to increase the duck popula¬ 
tion, are either unaware or don't 
care about the heavy losses of the 
farmers In these areas. 

During the 1930's, the 
population decreased rapidly, and 
for a tiVne it looked as if they 
might become extinct like the pas 
senger pigeons. During these 
years, I have known many farm¬ 
ers who plowed j around ducks' 
nests, shot crows and magpies and 
encouraged the children to rob 
their nests. They are now begin¬ 
ning to wonder If. they - made a 
mistake, since the duck population 
has increased to such an extent 
that they are becoming a menace 
in many districts. Fortunately, 
while the duck population has 
been increasing, we have had a 
cycle of- good crops. 

Some of the most fantastic de¬ 
vices for scaring ducks have been 
proposed by some of our city 
sportsmen and long-haired conser¬ 
vationists. Most of these are both 
complicated, costly and unwork¬ 
able unless you are going to call 
in the Army and Navy to 'operate 3' 
them, I quote one of the simpler 
ones recommended. 

“In combatting depredations of 
migratory waterfowl in swathed 
or stooked fields of small grain, 
there are various types of devices 
which have proved to be quite ef¬ 
fective. One of "the most easily 
constructed of these is the ordin¬ 
ary scarecrow. The scarecrow 
should be erected or placed in the 
field as soon as swathing or stook- 
ing operations begin. If this de¬ 
vice is used it is absolutely neces¬ 
sary that several scarecrows be 
erected and well distributed ar¬ 
ound the field. It is recommended 
that not less than ten per 160 ac¬ 
res be erected to secure maximum 
benefits. It is extremely import¬ 
ant that the field be closely watch 
ed both at daybreak and dusk to 
determine when or if waterfowl 
attempt to feed in the field in 
question. If depredation trouble 
is expected a scaring permit can 
be obtained well in advance of 
harvesting operations. At the first 
indication of waterfowl attempt¬ 
ing to feed in the field, dispersal 
or frightening operations should 
start as authorized by permit, and 
preferably adjacent to or in close , phies ever p 
proximity to the scarecrows.

The effect of large quantities of 
trash left on the surface after 
seeding on the wheat crop has 
been studied at the Lethbridge Ex¬ 
perimental Station for the past 
three years..Studies have been con 
ducted, in which quantities of 
straw, ranging from no cover up 
to four tons per acre, have been 
spread on the plots immediately 
after seeding. These studies have 
been supplemented by observa¬ 
tions in fields where heavy un¬ 
spread combine swaths have been 
tilled into the seedbed before seed 
ing. Seedei-s also were used that 
seeded underneath the swaths, 
leaving the swath practically udAI* 
disturbed on the surface. 

Studies at thi* station indicate 0 
rates of straw cover on the seed- w 
bed,, up to three tons per acre, did ct 
not influence the yield, date of ma * 
turity or plant height. According 0 
to D. T. Anderson of the Leth- 11 
bridge Station, this rate of cover 
is in excess of any that will pe 
normally handled on the seedbed ** 
'of the Canadian prairies. Rates 
cover above three tons per acre , ln 
have redpeed yields slightly and la

_The Agreement is simple but 

broadly misunderstood. It simply 
prevents wheat price*; from going 
so tow as to be a disaster for the 
producer, and prevents them from 
going so high as to bo a disaster to 
the consumer. The buyer is com¬ 
pelled to take wheat at the floor 
price and our covenant is that 
when it gets to the ceiling the pro 
ducer must deliver. Between the 
floor and ceiling price they are as 
free to trade as they ever were. 
The confusion has been that the 
ceiling is the price because we 
have been selling at the ceiling 
price. The criticism has been that 
when we were selling at the ceil¬ 
ing price we‘were selling at less 
than the world price. 

At the recent Washington wheat 
conference, the British delegates 
said the inclusion of nearly six 
million bushels at the floor price 
took it off lh" market because the 
world knew it was sold The effect 
of this, they said, was to maintain 
higher prices. It was this, and not 
the publicized 5c a bushel, that re¬ 
sulted in Britain refusing to sign 
the new agreement, said Mr. Port¬ 
er. This opinion of the British de¬ 
legates-was the strongest endorse¬ 
ment of the success of the Wheat 
board and the International Wheat 
Agreement from the standpoint of 
t lie producer. 

The problem today is to provide 
some means by which our custom¬ 
ers can pay for the wheat. This is 
one way the Wheat Board can 
help molt- by f acilitaling the 
large trades. An example of this 
was a 20 million bushel sale to Bel 
gium made possible by removing 
the prohibitive tariff against glass, 
and in another case the United 
States made available a loan of 
$175 million so that Britain could
